Now you 
can buy them In few retail shops, 
and they are not kept hv many 
down-town jobbers. Everybody now 
wears shoes instead, t say every- 
body, but that is not quite true, for 
I have now und then to order a few 
pairs of boots for special customers. 
Most of the wearers of long boots 
have them made to order, an ex- 
pensive matter, quite beyond the 
reach of most customers. 

“There are still a few men and 
women that wear those queer- look- 
ing lusting congress guiters. They 
are made at a factory up in Massa- 
chusetts, and they retail as low 
as ono dollar und fifty cents. 
They aro ugly and uneomfortuble, 
but some persons think them soft to 
tender feet. Good pliant leather is 
much softer and more durable, 
though it costs a good deal more. 

“About the queerest shoes we deal 
in are those bootees, or sisters' 
shoes, ns they are sometimes called. 
They have a single sole, no heel to 
speak of, and no hollow. Thoy are 
made of dongolu leather. They come 
from Westchester county, where 
they are hand-sewed throughout by 
farmers and others, I think, who do 
not follow shoemaking ns a regular 
trade. They are the cheapest hand- 
made shoes In the market, for they 
retail ut about one dollar and fifty 
cents a pair.

Undoubtedly the leader of the Re- 
publican newspaper editors of Ken- 
tucky is Mr. Sam J. Roberts, editor 
and proprietor of the Kentucky Lead- 
er, Lexington. 

Mr. Roberts has had a brilliant ca- 
reer since his entrance into Kentucky 
journalism seven years ago. He is a 
man of "much decision of character, 
and is vety popular over the State. 
His friends are glad of his success and 
wish him well. 

The New York Press of last Sunday 
contains a column and a half sketch 
of Mr. Roberts, which very accurately 
tells the story of his newspaper ca- 
reer in Kentucky. 

"Mr. Roberts," says the Press, 
"hails from Canton, O , the home of 
Gov. Win. McKinley. He first acted 
as correspondent lor several papers 
fromCanton, then became reporter on 
the Cleveland Leader, and in a few 
years attained the rank of news editor 
of the Cleveland Herald, now consoli- 
dated with the Leader. When the 
Herald was abandoned as a seperate 
newspaper he returned to Canton and 
spent six years in vestagating the bus- 
iness side of newspaper making, 
rounding out his journalistic educa- 
tion. 

"Early in 18S8 Mr, Roberts had his 
attention attracted to Kentucky as a 
good field for Republican missionary 
work, and, alter several consultations 
with leaders from all over the Statc.it 
was decided to establish a daily Re- 
publican newspaper at Lexington, the 
metropolis of the Bluegrass region 
'and the very center of Kentucky 
Bourbon Democracy. A stock com- 
pany was formed, of which Mr. Rob- 
erts was elected President, and he 
was also charged with the editorial 
management of the paper. 

"On May i, 1888, the Leader made 
its appearance as an afternoon Re- 
publican paper. 

"The success of the Leader has 
been a small marvel in Kentucky 
jonrnalnalism. Its two Democratic 
daily contemporaries have consolida- 
in order to bold their ground, and 
last year the De'mocratic Mayor ot 
Lexington was compelled, under a 
provision ol the new charter, to ap- 
point the Leader t'le official newspa- 
per ol the city on its largest bom fi 'e 
circulation. In recognition ot his re- 
niarkaMc success in a forbidding 
journalistic field, the Kentucky Press 
Associationtwo >ear* ago elected Mr. 
Roberts its President — the only Re- 
publican to whom uiisdistinction has 
< ver bten showu.

Mr. Barnett, whose portrait appears 
in this column, was born in Ohio 
county in 1864. His parents were 
native Kentuckians and were born in 
the same county. Mr. Barnett’s ear- 
ly life was spent on the faun, during 
which time he was given the advan- 
tage of a liberal common school edu- 
cation. 

At the age of 18 Mr. Barnett enter- 
ed school at College Hill, Madison 
county, and while there studied law. 
Afterward he attended Northern Uni- 
versity, Evanston, III., and later 
graduated in law from Depauw Uni- 
versity, Green Castle, Ind. 

In 1890 Mr. Barnett established the 
Hartlord Republican, a Republican 
weekly paper, which is recognized as 
one of the best weeklies in the State. 
He managed and edited The Repub- 
lican for two years. In 1891 at the 
State Republican Convention held in 
Lexington Mr. Barnett was elected a 
menber ol the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee and was re-elected in 
1892. 

In 1892 he was nominated for Con- 
gtess from the Fourth District. He 
made a vigorous canvass, speaking in 
every county and reducing the Demo- 
cratic majority to a plurality. 

On June 22, ol this year, Mr. Bar- 
nett was nominated lor Representative 
from his county by an overwhelming 
majority. It was a sacrifice to Mr. 
Barnett to accept the nomination, but 
he did so with the wish to aid his 
paity in its fight for supremacy in 
Kentucky, 

The Democrats put up their strong- 
est man in the person of Capt. S. K. 
Cox, who alter canvassing about two 
weeks, withdrew from the race. 

Mr. Barnett has taken an active in- 
terest in politics since a very early 
age. When but 18 years ol age he 
manifested deep concern in the alfairs 
of his party in his county and Con- 
gressional district, and has rendered 
it from that time until now valuable 
services. 

Mr. Barnett was Chairman ol the 
Campaign Committee in the Fourth 
District, and was greatly instrumen- 
tal in bringing about the splendid 
victory which Hon. John. W. Lewis 
won over Hon. A. B. Montgomery for 
Congress. 

Mi. Barnett’s father and oldest 
brother were members of the 26th 
Kentucky Infantry during the civil 
war, and his brother, Capt. Andrew 
Barnett, was assassinated by Frank 
and Jessie James while at home re- 
cruiting for the 1 25th colored infant- 
ry- _

After electing officers at the filth 
annuual convention of the American 
Numismatists to-day, coins of almost 
priceless value were displayed. 

As viewed from a numismatic 
standpoint it is the condition of a 
coin which fixes its value. It is not 
the date or age, except in less than 
thirty instances, that is sought for 
at the big quoted premiums. 

Pierced, plugged badly worn, 
scratched coins, or those on which 
the dates are illegible, have no par- 
ticular value. 

A perfectly uncirculated cent of 
1799 would easily bring $100, where- 
as a good cent ot the same date can 
be purchased for $10. 

For gold there is but a limited nu- 
mismatic demand, and the supply is 
greatly in excess of that demand. 
The double eagle of 1849 is worth 
about $300. All gold dollars are at 
a premium, and worth from $1.20 and 
and $1.40 each. Those dated 1863, 
1864, and 1865, commanded Irora $2 50 
to $4 eache, and 1875, $8. 

The bulk of numismatic transac- 
tions arc in silver coins. A dollar ot 
1804 is worth $400; a hall dollar of 
1797 brings $40, and a quarter of 
■ 827 demands $40 The dime ot 
1804 is the most valuable, being 
worth $10, and a hall dime of 1802 
easily holds the r ecord at $63. A 
large copper cent ol 1799 would hiing 
$25, and a half cent of 179b is in de- 
mand at $30. 

The thin ailver half dime of 1802 
was bought by its present holder lor 
$63, arid has sold at $75.
